Miyasakt, Japan. Jan. 14.—A 
party of refugees from the stricken 
Island of Sakura. In the Gulf of 
Kagoshima, arrived here to-day. 
They reported that the Inhabitants 
of SOU bouses composing the vil¬ 
lage of Beto, on that Island, lost 
their way In trying to reach the 
seashore and probably all peri sh e d . 

The refugees declared that hun¬ 
dreds were drowned In trying to 
swim across the Oulf of Kago¬ 
shima They add that the volcano 
of Hakura-JIma has completely 
changed Its form, several new cra¬ 
ters having opened. 

The hall of ashes ceased here 
to-day after lasting thirty-six 
^K>urs. A heavy rain has cleared 
ths^gtroospker t.

The people at first did not seem to 
realise their danger and were slow In 
trying to escape. It is feared that 
many were killed before reaching the 
seashore. Thousands, pursued by a 
rain of fiery stones, knelt on the beach, 
half submerged In water, sad gesticu¬ 
lated wildly to the steamers and fish¬ 
ing boats for aid. One small steamer 
saved 100 persona while the other 
boats also did noble rescue work. The 
cruiser Tone reported yesterday that 
Sakura had been entirely evacuated. 

The Japanese destroyers that were 
despatched to the scene were unable 
to complete the journey. Stormy 
weather and high seas compelled them 
to return to Sasebo. The second 
squadron of armored cruisers, consist¬ 
ing of lawala. Toklwa and Yakumo 
was then hurriedly sent off and Is ex¬ 
pected to reach Kagoshima to-night.

14.—A virid descrip¬ 
tion of the awe-inspiring scene on the 
Island of Sakura {luring the eruption 
and tidal wave of Monday was given 
to-day by the captain x>f a Japanese 
steamer which arrived here from Kag¬ 
oshima. The captain rescued 300 per-

Vancouver. Jas. It—After a. great 
dag! of dlacUaefon of Its committee's 
report and recommendation* on land 
settlement problem* the board of trade 
laat sight adopted th* report, which, 
will be forwarded at once to the royal 
commission on agriculture, at whbee 
request It waa prepared a* a suggea- 
tioa to that body for consideration In 
connection with the- probable land set¬ 
tlement legislation this session of the 
provincial parliament. 

Early in the discussions the board 
decided to give a hearing to Thomas 
Kap, of Fort Fraser, a pre-evnptor who 
has been In that district since 1907 Mr 
Bap * speech was a series of complaints 
against the provincial government for 
Its treatment, not only to himself In 
HI* desire to settle upon a piece of land, 
but its treatment ' of hla netghbora 
Through the unjust admlnlstration of, 
the land laws. Mr K*p said, he had 
bet-« live year* getting a deed to the 
land he had made a home on for that 
tints. H« had been moved from hi* 
tint pra-cmpUoii and a government 
ngent had got the property, he under- 
*t.Mld. 

Another man who U his neighbor 
also had settled there In IfOT and If was 
now mi «wd he had not obtained a 
deed yet. Still another settler had gone 
Into that country in ltot, had made im¬ 
provement*-4n a ptar« eat trusted at a 
value of 15.000 He had been given a 
record on the property; the land office 
had accepted hla money. He thought 
It waa all right and went ahead and 
worked hard and built Improvements, 
when It was discovered that the land 
waa helil by speculator* under the pur¬ 
chase clause of the land act This 
man was allowed to have other land 
• nd the government settled Its mis¬ 
take with hint for SLQM The settler. 
Mr. Rap said, not only needs help, but 
also Justice.
